THE VERDICT. 


Coroner’s Jury Renders a Verdict in 
the Death of Mike King. 


Gar Was Running Too Fast for a 
Dark Night. 


Stronger Headlight or Slower Night 
Speed Demanded. 


Verdict Tallies Perfectly With the 
Testimony. 


The coroner’s jury in the case of the 
killing of Michael King by a street cur 
reuched a verdict this morning and it is 
in perfect accord with the testimony 
given by the witnesses. This pa))er 
the duy following the accident called 
attention to the dangers attending the 
running of street cars through dark 
streets at a speed of twenty miles an 
hour with a headlight throwing a ray 
4f> feet; the verdict of the jury strongly 
emphasizes these points and recom­ 
mends the taking of steps at onee to 
remedy the danger. The remedy pro- 
l>oscd is in slower speed und stronger 
headlights or the ,placing of electric 
lumps on the roai. between hero und 
St. Joseph. 


following is the text of the verdict: 
Slate of Michigun, county of Berrien, 
ss. An inquisition tuken at the city of 
Benton Hurbor in suid county on the 
14. Hi und 17 days of November, 18SM1, 
before Samuel Brown, one of the cor 
oners of suid county upon the l>ody of 
Michael King there lying, by the ouths 
of the jurors whose names are here­ 
unto subscribed, who being sworn to 
inquire in l>elmlf of the people of 
this state, when, in what manner and 
by what means said Michael King 
came to his deilth, u|>on their oaths do 
say: 


That the said Michael King came to 
his death near AUmendinger's mill on 
Main street in the city of Benton Hur- 
ls)r in said county on Friday, Novem- 
Im:i* 13, IN!**», about the hour of H:4‘> 
o’clock in the evening, from concussion 
of the brain and other injuricsfrom his 
being struck by car No. 1 of the St. 
Joseph and Benton Harbor electric 
street railway company. 


The jury further find that the car 
when it struck him was running in ac­ 
cordance with instructions from th 
company on what is called “six points'’ 
which represented in this instance a 
siteed of from If» to 20 miles an hour: 
that the head light on the car was run­ 
ning at its full capacity and that th 
motorinun, by the aid of such head 
light was not able to see the man from 
his station on the cur at a greater dis 
tance than 4f* feet-. It is evident at such 
rate of speed it was imi>ossiblc to stop 
the car within a distance of 45 feet 
as the car would travel a distance of 
4.r» feet in about two seconds of tiuu 
and in this instance after the motor- 
man had reversed the motor und the 
circuit breaker had gone down, the ear 
traveled fM) feet or more after it struck 
the man: that from Seventh street in 
the city of Benton IIarl>or to Port

INDIANA FUSIONISTS. 


St. Joseph's Departm ent Arrived 
In Tw elve Minutes A fter de­ 
ceiving the Call. 


What promised to be the worst Are 
in Benton Harbor history was con­ 
trolled and extinguished with compar­ 
ative small loss by the tire departments 
of this city and St. Joseph. 


A few minutes after 9 o’clock last 
evening the planing mill 
owned by 
John M. Spink of Fair Plain, located 
on Eighth street, was discovered on 
fire. At first there was a dense cloud 
of smoke but before the department 
could arrive the building which was 
a frame structure and filled with lum­ 
ber and shavings was u tire box. The 
Humes leaped high and the sky twas il­ 
luminated with a fierce red. 


The planing mill was located in the 
midst of piles of dry lumber, surround­ 
ed closely by frame houses which of­ 
fered premium on the spread of the 
fire. A high wind was blowing and 
carrying the flumes and sparks north- 
isterly and sowing brands of lire over 
considerable jiortion of the city, and 
it was almost miraculous work on the 
part of the firemen that kept the flames 
from wiping out a larire |»ortion of the 
ity. Men on the top of Hotel Benton 
with pails of water saved thut building 
from eatching fire. Fire also did very 
slight dumugc by landing on the top of 
other buildings. 


The loss of Mr. Spink is $2.800, a to- 
tul loss of the plunt with the exception 
of the boiler and possibly the engine. 
No insurance was curried on the plant. 
Lust week Mr. Snink visited Antisdale 
Sc Chapman for the purpose of huving 
the property insured. 
When he was 
given the extra hazardous rate of $<> 
per hundred he decided not to take out 
policy. 
The plauing mill was in 
operation yesterday and the supposi­ 
tion is that the sawdust caught lire 
from the boiler. The mill was built 
alxiut four years ago and will not be re­ 
built at present. 


When the planing mill tire was out 
un alarm was sent in from the West 
Michigan depot but there was no lire. 


The department from St. Joseph ar­ 
rived in twelve minutes after receiving 
the ularm and they were given un ova­ 
tion by the crowd on 
the

SUMMER IN NOVEMBER. 


Chicago Had H er W arm est Novem­ 
ber Day Yesterday. 


Ch ic a g o , No v. 17.—Not in twenty 
years has it been so warm in Chicago 
at this time of the year us It is just 
now. The record for high temperature 
late in the fall has been broken. At 2 
o’clock yesterday afternoon the ther­ 
mometer registered exactly seventy 
degrees. At leust, thut it* the point 
the uccurate contrivance in the otllce 
of the weather bureau indicuted. That 
is high up in the Auditorium tower, 
where there is alw'ays a breeze ami 
where no tall buildings shut out the 
air. Down in the streets, where per­ 
haps the mercury is not quite so ac­ 
curate, but, being on u level with the 
|>eoplc, reflected their feelings more 
projierly, it was seventy-three und 
seventy-four degrees, und in one place 
on Madison street it nad risen to 
seventy-six. 


A Benton Harbor Lady's W ork In the 
Dark Continent. 


The Ladies’ Auxiliary to the board 
of missions connected with the Episco­ 
pal church held their regular meeting 
with Mrs. Stewart on Pipestone street 
on Thursday afternoon. Mrs. Walrath. 
u teacher at the Cupe Mount mission 
station, Liberia, Africa, who has re 
turned to this country for a brief visit, 
entertained the ladies with au account 
of the work done by Miss Woodruff and 
herself in that far away field. 
We are 
intensely interested in all thut pertains 
to this mission as Miss Woodruff is sis 
ter of our rector and went from this 
place three years ago to work in Africa. 
Mrs. Wulráth showed us photos of the 
mission and selioolhouses where nearly 
two hundred boys and girls are being 
instructed in tite ways of Christianity 
and civilization. 
These children are 
representatives of many different tribes, 
some of them, by tribal wurs, were be 
reft of their natural protectors and 
were brought to the mission by their 
helpless mothers, and given up to the 
guardianship and care of these two de­ 
voted women. 


In answer to questions as to their 
natural propensities and passions she 
said they were modest, docile, tract­ 
able amt eager to learn, somo of them 
beautiful in form and feature like a 
carved statue, dark and shining. Somo 
of the older l>oys have been taught les­ 
sons in morulity by the Mohammedans 
and can read Arabic, but the majority 
are direct from heathendom. They are 
a distinct class from negroes colonized 
in Lilieriu from different parts of the 
world, with which this mission hus 
nothing to do. 
Mrs. Wulrutli pointed 
out pupils entirely trustworthy who 
act as secretary and under teachers 
She spoke of teaching the older boys 
the use of the fuse in blasting rock used 
in the new buildings and told how these 
Iwiys carried every stone to its place 
She spoke feelingly of the advanced 
class who would go back as teachers to 
their tribes or become heads of Christ 
ian families. The boys find jiositious 
with traders and merchants along the 
coast settlements. 


The board of missions appropriated 
five thousand dollars yearly to the sup­ 
port of this mission, to which everv 
one has the blessed privilege of contri 
but ing his mite to forward the good 
work. 
The knowledge of good work 
being faithfully done inspires ever 
member of the Auxiliary with fres! 
zeal in the service of the Muster.

Street Car Com pany Continues to 
Use City W ater Without A u­ 
thority or Pay. 


W hat had started to bo a very inter­ 
esting session of the city council was 
broken up by the lire alarm Inst night 
and the meeting after one and one-half 
hours duration was adjourned until to­ 
night. There was, however, some im­ 
portant matters before the city coun­

The facts of the case are old the mut­ 
ter having been before the council time 
after time until the lust meeting in Oct 
obOr when it was supposed to lie set­ 
tled. tt seenis that Mr. Mason, super­ 
intendent of the streetcar line, claimed 
to have a contract with certain tn 
bers of the council that the company 
could use city water for sprinklin 
their tracks and in exchange for the 
same the city would take cinders. The 
board of public works huvo entire 
charge of the city water and it. mad« 
them u little wurin to think that mem 
bers of the council should meddle with 
business outside their jurisdiction-and 
Mr. George in neat and logical speech 
said: “What we wunt is harmony. If 
we cannot work in harmony the isiurd 
of public works hud hotter dissolve. 
The street cur company is tapping 
our hydrants in all parts of the city ami 
it was high time it was stopped. 
1 am 
In favor of arresting any man who taps 
a hydrant without authority. 
1 under­ 
stand Mr. Mason claims to have had 
contract with the street committee that 
they w'ere to trade water for cinders, 
but that mutter luis been settled and 
as Messrs. Bean uud Mason have not 
paid the city a cent for the water and 
still continue to take it, 1 think they 
are liuble to urrest und punishment.” 
Mr. Merril of the street committee 
said that early in the season Mr. Mason 
cume to him and asked if the city 
wouldn’t exchunge wuter for cinders 
and he told him to go to Mr. Ferguson. 
Alderman Ferguson said that Mason 
came to him and he (Ferguson) told him 
he had nothing to do with it to go to 
the board of public works. Mr. Mason 
then went to the street commissioner 
and told him he had a contract and that 
he could haul cinders from the power 
house. At the meeting of the council 
in October the street car company and 
the council exchanged bills, and the 
matter wus settled us easy as possible 
to avoid trouble. 


It is evident that some one told a de­ 
liberate falsehood and it looks to the 
man up the tree as though Mason was 
the guilty party. 


Aldcrmun Ward said the matter had 
been settled and thut if they continued 
to get water let the board of public 
works deal with them according to law. 
The law' is as follows: 


Sec. 8. Any person, except the reg­ 
ular authorized oflicer of t he water de­ 
partment, who shall tap any main, dis­ 
tributing pipes, or insert any stop-cock 
or ferrule therein, or shall dig up or 
molest the same, or who shall interfere 
or meddle with any meter or Indicator 
or any part or attachment of the meter 
system, or who shall turn off or on or 
attempt to turn off or on, any stop-cock, 
gate or hydrant connected with the 
water works and located on any street 
or sidewalk in the city shall be subject 
to a line of not exceeding ten dollars 
and cost of prosecution.

Abont midway between Berwick and 
Polegate stations» at a point where the 
■ido of tho hill isvtey preolpltoo% thoae 
who know exactly the apot where to 
look will bo able to see frcnn the rail* 
way carriage windowa a sort of rudo 
imitation of tho human form ontlined 
in white. Tho flgure, which la between 
aOO and OQO feet in height, holds n long 
staff in each hand. This Is "the Long 
Man of Wilmington,” onoe the oenter 
of profound veneration and wonhip^ 
but now motoly au object ctf intereal to 
tiio curious. 


In order to obtain an adequate idea of 
this great hillside flgure, dominating 
tho surrounding country and appearing 
to watoh as guardian over the little vil­ 
lage below, it is desirable to approach 
it afoot, tramping along tlie winding 
lanos, as tho pilgrims of old mnat have 
tramped when thoy oame hither on the 
occasiou of somo great religions festival. 
Seen from afar, tho figure doea not ap­ 
pear to bo of remarkable size, bnt grad­ 
ually, as one approaches tho hill. It as* 
aumcs an imposing and definite almpe. 


Tho flgure, about 940 feet in height, 
was merely shaped in the turf so as to 
allow the chair to appear through. In 
tho course of time theae depressions iu 
tliO surface liecamo alnaoat impercepti­ 
ble, and to such an extent was the fig­ 
ure ncgloctcd that at last It waa only 
possible to make out the form at a dis­ 
tance wheu tho slight hollowa were 
marked by drifted snow or when the 
oblique rays of the rising' or setting sun 
tiirow thorn iuto a deep shsidow. 
or­ 
der to proserve tho form of tho Long 
Man, and to render it at the same time 
oasily distinguishable art a distanoe the 
outline was marked by a single 
of 
white bricks placed closely together. 
Tho effect has been to produce a aome- 
wlmt startling figure, which is plainly 
visible iu flue woathcr from a great dis* 
tanoo. 


Tiiero are in different parts of the 


conntry other examples of extremety 
rudo and early hillside figures, and. al­ 
though tho very fact of their great ai»- 
tiquity renders it unlikely that bistof * 
iuiil or documentary evidence will fjo 
forthcoming as to their design or precise 
pnrpose, it is very satisfactory to ^ud 
tliat an explanation has been /^u n d 
W'hioh will at onoe account for rjuany of 
their peculiaritiea 


Tho theory is that these are^aacrificial 
figures. 
Wo learn from the writings of 
Cwsar that tho Gauls (and the Britons 
wore doubtkiss included) bad figures of 
vast size, the limbs of Wliloh,.fc«med of 
osiers, they filled witli liwingmieu. The 
flguro was ultimately fired, and the 
miserable victims pcnislied fen Ibo flamea

A jury was called and th« usual ques­ 
tions with reference to thoir prejudices 
were asketl the inuinbers by Lawyer James 
O’Hara, wlio apiiears for the res|K)ndent. 
When Juror Emil Birkholm, of St. Joseph, 
was interrogated he 
very candidly ad­ 
mitted that he had a personal prejudice 
against saloonists which might interfere 
in arriving at a verdict. He was excused 
When the jury was sworn it was com|>osed 
as

Amateur Performances Which Have 
Amused St. Joseph in the 
Past Years.

While the new Amateur Dramatic club 
is being organÍ7.ed in the city, the minds of 
the ‘*long time” residents turn back to the 
times when amateur theatricals and min­ 
strel performances were all that made the 
long winter season bearable. There was 
no business men’s club then. No literary 
society pounded the manners and customs 
of tbe ancient Greek into the dull and in- 
uppreciative mind of the middle aged woman 
of that day. Canl parties were as yet iin- 
eard of, church kept only one night in 
the week, and as a consequence, evenings 
were looked forward to as dull affairs at 
the least and were looked forward to with 
anticipations ot one hour’s reading by thte 
side of the tallow candle and one bed at 8 
o’clock sharp, by the hourglass. 


But genius in later ycar^' itsserted itself 
and an **opry” house was built. It was 
Preston’s “opry” house, on the third tloor 
uf Preston's big three story building on 
Ship street. (The lloor is now used by tho 
K, of P. lodge.) The o|>era house was a 
dandy for those.times. 
It had a genuine 
drop uurt«in, painted by a local artist. It 
was a beautiful s|>ecimen of high art and 
was covered with mottoes, one reading as 
follows: “ After the show take your girl 
to Smith’s ice cream fmrlor.” This motto 
was a source of constant annoyance to the 
gentlemen it addressed because their atten­ 
tion was always calletl to it by tho “girl” 
mentioned. Another one who, “Clothing, 
hats, caps and gents’ furnishing goods at 
Martin’s.” 
Another, “ l^et Bilger shoe 
your mules. Non-kick-off corks a s|H*cialty.” 
“Collin s at Weckler’s—Uur customers al­ 
ways well pleased,” ‘ ‘Stop at the Clifton 
House.” 


The seats in the ancient o|H^ra house were 
high chairs. The foot lights were smoky 
lamps. The scenery was want to iv-suine 
all kinds of attitudes and it wasn’t at all 
uncommon for tho vil lian, to stop just as 
he was a)>out to kill the girl, and nail up u 
tree which was alx)ut to full to the grousd. 
It was a cotnmou occurence for one of the 
“deck hands” to come out with a step lad­ 
der right in the middle of a heart rending 
love scene and nail up a “Ily” which was 
want to wander all over the stage, ur u> 
come out with a pair of shears, in tlte midst 
of an awe inspiring storm bceiic and trim 
the wick of a lefractory foot iight. 
But of 
course all that sort of thing was understood 
by the audience not to “ be in the play" and 
the patrons of the house didn’t kick. 


It was in this ancient theatre tliat the 
llrst amateur theatrical |>erforiuancu was 
sprung U|Hiii the |ierspiring impulace of St. 
Joseph. It was the “Spy of Atlanta'' given 
by G. A. it. men and their latlies. It 
was a good performance and was repro­ 
duced several times. The next year it wu> 
again produced under the namo of “The 
Itonbardment of Fort Sumpter.” 


One of the first attractions to ap|)ear in 
the Academy of Music, the new “opry” 
house, was Townsend’s Ministréis, which 
was organized by George Townsend and 
played all of tbe small towns lu the countv 
for two or three successive seasons, among 
those who made the thing a success were, 
Frank L. Pixley, George S. Ilicaby, At 
Woodworth, “ Walt.” Donaldson and 40 
others. Greens full orchestra accoinpanitHl 
the organization and tho entire show was a 
grand success, bright sparkling and very 
funny. The opening assemblage of the 
ministréis dealt in jokes of a local nature 
and songs arranged to suit the local state 
of things. Tbe most famous joke was 
sprung u{>on Hi Forbes and Gene Perkins 
who kept a saloon at the time. “ Walt.” 
Donaldson one of the end men called it the 
Hi-gene saloon and the name stuck until 
the firm went out of business.

THE VERDICT. 


Coroner's Jury Renders a Verdict in 


the Death of Mike King, 


Car Was Running Too Fast for a 


Dark Night, 


Stronger Headlight or Slower Night 


Speed Demanded, 


Verdict Tallies Perfectly With the 


Testimony. 


The coroner's jury in the case of the 


killing: of Michael King by a street car 
reached a verdict this morning and it is 
in perfect accord with the testimony 
given by the witnesses. This paper 
the day following1 the accident called 
attention to the dangers attending the 
running of street ears through dark 
streets at a spued of twenty miles an 
hour with a headlight throwing a ray 
•!;) feet; the verdict of the jury strongly 
emphasi'/es these points and recom- 
mends the taking of steps at once to 
remedy the danger. The remedy pro- 
posed is in slower speed and stronger 
headlights or the .placing of electric 
lamps on the roai. between here and 
St. Joseph. 


'following is the text of the verdict: 
Stale of Michigan, county of Berrien, 


ss. An inquisition taken at the city of 
Benton J-Jarbor in said county on the 
II. Hi ami 11 days of November, JKiHi, 
before Samuel Brown, one of the cor 
oners of said county upon the body of 
Michael King there lying, by the oaths 
of the jurors whose names are here- 
unto subscribed, who being sworn to 
inquire in behalf of the 
people of 


this state, when, in what manner and 
by what means said Michael King 
eamc to his death, upon tlieir oaths do 
say: 


That the said Michael King came to 


liis death near Allmcnilitiger's mill on 
Main street in the city of lienlon Har- 
bor in said county on Fridav, Novem- 
ber i:t. 
I.SSKi, about the hour of !):-l5 


o'clock in the evening, from concussion 
of the brain and other in juries from his 
being strnek by car No. 1 of the St. 
•loseph and Beuton Harbor electric 
street railway company. 


The jury further find that the ear 


when it struck him was running in ac- 
cordance with instructions from the 
company on what is called "six points" 
which reprcseuteil in this instance a 
speed of from 15 to 20 miles an hour; 
that thu head light on the ear was run- 
ning at its full capacity and that the 
motorman, by the aid of such bead 
light was not able to see the man from 
bis station on the i-ar at a greater dis- 
tance than 4"i [i^u It is evUieiitut sueh 
rale of speed it was impossible to stup 
the car within a distance of 45 feet 
as the car would travel a distance of 
4. 
ri feet in about, two seconds of time 


anil in this instance after the motor- 
man hud reversed the motor ami the 
circuit breaker had gone down, the ear 
traveled 50 feet or more after it struck 
the man; that from Seventh street in 
the city of Benton Harbor to Port 
street in the eity of St. .loseph, a dis- 
tance of a mile, there are no street 
lights and the way is an unusually dark

Spink's Planing Mill Burned and 


Good Work of the Firemen 


Saved a Bad Fire, 


NOT A CENT OF INSURANCE, 


St. Joseph's Depdrtnient Arrived 


In twelve Minutes After Re- 


ceiving the Call. 


What promised to be the worst lire 


in Beuton Harbor history was con- 
trolled and extinguished with compar- 
ative small loss by the fire departments 
of this city and St. Joseph. 


A few minutes after 9 o'clock last 


evening the planing mill 
owned by 


John M. Spink of Fair Plain, located 
on Eighth street, was disco vet-ad on 
(Ire. At first there was a dense cloud 
of smoke but before the department 
could arrive the building which was 
a frame structure and filled with lum- 
ber and shavings was a fire box. Thu 
llamen leaped high and the sky kwas il- 
luminated with a fierce red. 


The planing mill was located in the 


midst of piles of dry lumber, surround- 
ed closely by frame houses which of- 
fered premium on the spread of the 
lire. A high wind was blowing and 
carrying the flames and sparks north- 
easterly and sowing brands of lire over 
a considerable portion of the city, and 
iti was almost miraculous work on the 
part of the firemen that kept the llames 
from wiping out a larire portion of the 
city. Men on the top of Hotel Benton 
with pails of water saved that building 
from catching lire. Fire also did very 
slight damage by landing on the tup of 
other buildings. 


The loss of Mr. Spink is 92,800, a to- 


tal loss of the plant with the exception 
of the boiler and possibly the engine. 
No insurance was carried on the plant. 
Last week Mr. Spink visited Antisdale 
& Chapman for the purpose of having 
the property insured. 
When he was 


given the extra hazardous' rate of $(i 
per hundred he decided not to take out 
a policy. 
The planing mill was in 


operation yesterday and the supposi- 
tion is that the sawdust caught lire 
from the boiler. The mill was built 
about four years ago and will not be re- 
built at present. 


When the planing mill fire was out 


an alarm was sent in from the West 
Michigan depot but there was no lire. 


The department from St. Joseph ar- 


rived in twelve minutes after receiving 
the alarm and they were given an ova- 
tion by the crowd on 
the 
street. 


Voices grew hoarse in crying out, 
"What's the mutter with St. Joe?" and 
the familiar response, "She'sall right."

SUMMER IN NOVEMBER. 


Chicago Had Her Warmest Novem- 


ber Day Yesterday. 


CHICAGO, Nov. n.—Not in twenty 


years has it been so warm in Chicago 
at this time of the year as It is just- 


now. 
The record for high temperature 


late in the fall has been broken. At li 
o'clock yesterday afternoon the ther- 
mometer registered exactly seventy 
degrees. At least, that is the point 
the accurate contrivance in the ollice 
of the weather bureau indicated. That 
is high up in the Auditorium lower, 
where there is always a breeze and 
where no tall buildings shut out the 
ait1. Down in the streets, where per- 
haps the mercury is not quite so ac- 
curate, but, being-on a level with the 
people, reflected their feelings more 
properly, it was seventy-three and 
seventy-four degrees, and "in one place 
on Madison street it had risen to 
seventy-six.

some of them, by tribal wars, were be- 
reft of tlieir natural protectors and 
were brought to the minion by their 
helpless mothers, and given up to the 
guardianship and wire of these two de- 
voted women. 


In answer to questions as to their 


natural propensities and passions she 
said they were modest, docile, traet- 
<ible and eager to learn, some of them 
beautiful in form and feature like a 
carved statue, dark and shining. Somu 
of the older boys have been taught les- 
sons in morality by tho Mohammedans, 
and can read AraGie, but the majority 
are direct from heathendom. They are 
a distinct class from negroes colonized 
in Liberia from different parts of tho 
world, with which this mission has 
nothing to .do. 
Mrs. Walrath pointed 


out pupils entirely trustworthy who 
act as secretary and under teachers. 
She spoke of teaching the older boys 
tin; use of tho fuse in blastingrock used 
n the new buildings and told how these 
boys carried every stone to its place. 
She sjiuko feelingly of the advanced 
class who would go back as teachers to 
their tribes or become heads of Christ- 
ian families. The boys lind positions 
with traders and merchants along the 
coast settlements. 


The board of missions appropriated. 


five thousand dollars yearly to the sup- 
port of this mission, to which every 
one has the blessed privilege of contri- 
buting- his mite to forward the good 
work.

stand Mr. Mason claims (o have had a 
contract with the street committee that 
hey were to trade water for cinders, 
nit that matter has been settled and 
is Messrs. Bean and Mason have not 
mid the city a cent for the water and 
Btill continue- to take it, 1 think they 
ire liable to arrest and punishment." 


Mr. Merril of the street committee 


said that early in the season Mr. Mason 
came to Mm and asked if the city 
wouldn't exchange water for cinders 
and ho told him to go to Mr. Ferguson. 
Alderman Ferguson said that Masou 
came to him and he {Ferguson) told him 
ic h'ad nothing to do with' it to go to 
ihe board of public works. Mr. Mason 
then went to the street commissioner 
and told him he had a contract and that 
ne could haul cinders from the power 
house. At the meeting of the council 
.n October the street car company and 
the council exchanged hills, ami tin: 
matter was settled as easy as possible 
to avoid trouble. 


It is evident that some one told a de- 


liberate falsehood and it looks to the 
man up the tree as though M;tson was 
the guilty party. 


Alderman Ward said the matter had 


been settled and that if they continued 
to get water let the board of public 
works deal with them according Loluw. 
The law is as follows: 


Sec. 8. Any persoti. except tho reg- 


ular authorized ollieer of the water de- 
partment, who shall tap any main, dis- 
tributing1 pipes, or insert any Btop-cock

An interesting account of'a visit to u 


Chinese arsenal near Jjhichiwi is given 
by a correspondent of CassSer'a Maga- 
zine. Ho says; 


"Taking out two drills, I sent them 


in and immediately was invited to enter. 
Tlio ofiiuiul was polite, bowing and 
shaking bis own hauds, aa;ia the'Custom 
among Chinumou, nuti offered me a cup 
of tea. 


"There happened to be several forg- 


iugti in tho room, and as I pressed the 
drills against them and pointed to over 
tho wall ho fioemed to comprehend what 
was wanted, imd in a few minutes I 
was in a largo, well lighted machine 
shop. I might say this extensive plant 
was built and equipped by French engi- 
neers Homo 16 years ngo. 


"Tho uafcivo foreutlm examined my 


tools with .groat interest and called in 
several assistants. All looked pnzzlod 
and did not seom to know what they 
were for. 
Walking to a drill press, I 


took out tho flat drill, and, aftor con- 
siderable packing around tho shank, 
succeeded in gettiug one of my taper 
shank twist drills to run fairly true in 
(ho spindle. There mnst have beeu 60 
Chinamen working in the room, and 
every ono had gathered around this 
press. The foreman ordered them off 
repeatedly, and then, looking at me, 
laughed good natnredly aud gave it up. 


"Ho brought a piece of cast iron, but 


I wanled something harder to drill, so 
I walked over to a largo planer aud 
took ii long exteusio.il tool, made from 
)t by l^i inch tool steel, aud clamped it 
up to tho table of tho drill press. He 
shook his head, intimating thnt tho 
twist drill could not go through, and 
tho crowd of workmen emitted grunts 
of approval. 


"Tho press started, tho lips of the 


twist drill turued out two spiral chips. 
Tho men elbowed mo to one side. There 
was u soa of pigtails boudiug down, 
watchiug thu marvelous action of that 
littlo tool. As tho ohipa grev? in length, 
the expressions of woudormout 
in- 


creased. 


"It happened that tho chips did not 


break until they wore about 14 inches 
long. Thou others fitarted, and -each 
time that they broke off they wereeuger- 
ly snatched by tho men, Rome burning 
their fingers, and examined carefully 
from end to end. 


"The dull edges of tho drill were 


shown around and then ground nnd 
Blurted ngmn, and tho f not that tho drill 
would cut aa well as the first time 
cnuscd increased amazement mid mur- 
murs. I have made many tests with 
twist drills, hut never before such HU 
appreciative and demonstrative audi- 
ence."
